"WfilfE AND'BLACK CRAVATS." 


In Former Times They Were Badges of 


the Wearer's Profession. 


Years ago the white tie in this coun- 


try was the characteristic wear of the 
reverend clergy, their monopoly. Thence 
it passed into general nse and disputed 
popularity with the clack. 
The black 


neckcloth was early in this century like- 
wise a professional badge. 
Those who 


followed the profession of arma claimed 
the right to wear it as their monopoly 
and sometimes enforced that 
right. 


Cooper in "Wing and Wing" makes a 
very dramatic use of this custom. 
A 


French privateer captain in disguise has 
fallen into tho hands of tho English and 
is brought before a court martial. 
So 


skillfully does ho stick to his assumed 
character of a fisherman that his judges 
are puzzled until one of his accusers 
suddenly places around the prisoner's 
throat the black neckcloth which all 
officers wore. 
Then his true character 


blazes forth and he is coudemnSd, but 
escapes execution to die sword in hand. 
Cooper knew what he was writing 
about, for he, too, had been an officer. 


Military and naval men wore black 


cravats when in plain clothes, and civil- 
ians aped them until black became (ha 
only wear. Before tb.3 riso of tho black 
cravat, carelessly tied whits lace, tho 
Stoenkirk, had been ill vogue for neck- 
wear. Its popularity likewise was a ci- 
vilian tribute to military valor. At the 
battle of Steenkirk the French Eoyal 
guards, the household troops, being 
suddenly called from their tents to meet 
the oncoming English, had no time to tie 
their rich lace cravats with their accus- 
tomed neatness and loosely knotted them 
about their throats. They were tho dan- 
dies of Europe, the perfect pinks of 
military propriety, and were correspond- 
ingly brave. 
They did up the English 


in about one round, and thenceforward 
the Steankirk cravat was tho fashiou, 
and the more carelessly it was knotted 
the more Steenkirky it was. 


As white is now the color of peace, 


may not tho psychologist bo justified in 
hailing snowy cravats as evidences of 
man's recognition that peauo hath her 
victories not less fashionable than those 
of war and as worthy of being com- 
memorated at tho neck?—Boston Tran- 
script.

THE DELAWARE SIINATOKSHIP. 


la 1892 there was general disgust at 


tbe Republican Administration and 
Cleveland was elected President by a 
large majority. It was supposed that 
the political cyclone which swept the 
country had completely overwhelmed 
the Republican party, and Olevelauc 
resumed control with a large majority 
of the House of Representatives affili- 
ated with him politically. The people 
very soon discovered that Clsvel-inc 
and Carlisle Democracy differed 111 no 
essential particular, except about 11 
per cent in tariff schedules, from Har- 
rison and Sherman Republicanism, and 
that both were controlled by the gold 
trust. A reaction set in, and a Repub 
lican tidal wave in 1894demoralized the 
L>emocrats fully as much as the Demo- 
cratic cyc!on« did the Republicans m 
1892. That tidal wave brought the Re- 
publicans to the surface in Delaware. 
The Governor was of that political 
persuasion <; id the Legislature was Re- 
publican by a a.hjerity of eight in joint 
convention of the two houses of the 
Legislature, and a Senator v.as to be 
elected 


One faction of the Republicans votid 


lor a gentleman named Aadicks, whose 
only (jaaliftcation was tho length of 
his parse. Ballots were takea daily 
during the 
session without result. 


Meantime tho Republican 
Govei.ior 


died, and W. T. Watson, a Democrat, 
and President of the Senate, became 
acting Governor. On tbe last day of 
the Legislative sassion, fifteen Reuu'i- 
licans, just one-half the joint conven- 
tion, voted for II. A. Dupont for United 
States Senator, and ju&t as mauy vutt 
were cast for other candidateb it wsi 
claimed by the Republicans tnnt Aot 
ing 
Governor Watson, 
who 
tvao ; 


member of the Senate, was not entitled 
to vote for Senator, and, therefore, Ihtit 
Dupont was elected. This claim v.-as 
contested, Watson holding that he ii&ld 
the position of acting Governor by lea- 
eon of being President of the Semtc, 
and that if he resigned as Senator or 
refused to exercise the functions of one, 
he was no longer Governor, and th 
therefor* he bad a right to voti I 
United States Senator. 
Tho b'u.Ucl 


States riecata baa eustamed this c'j 
tention and decided tliat Dupont is not 
entitled to a seat as Senator from Del- 
aware. 


The State will th»refore have but 0110 


representative in the United States 
Senate until the Legislature convenes 
next winter and elects a successor to 
Higgins, whose term expired March 3. 
1895. 


CONTESTING 
REPUBLICAN 
DELE- 


GATIONS. 


There will be two or inoie delega- 


tions from nearly every Southern State 
at the Republican National Conven- 
tion, The cause of this is explained by 
a distinguished Republican at Wash- 
ington, who says it would be a blessing 
to the South and to the negro and to 
the party if the National Convention 
would declare vacant and leave un- 
filled all the contested seats. 
This 


gentleman says if the leaders of tlio 
Republican party in the South were 
deprived of the right to participate in 
national conventions and the right to 
hold office until they were able to show 
some fruits for their labor, it would 
benefit the party. 
Under tbe present 


eyst3m, Southern Republicans find it 
to their advantage to prevent an in- 
crease in the Republican vote, as when 
the Federal patronage is distributed, 
every leader expects to get office, and 
the fewer the leaders, tho less the com- 
petition. It is, theiefore, to tho per- 
sonal interest of every leader to reduce 
the active membership of the party. 


Every Republican leader in 
tbe 


South, whether he be white or colored, 
is ambitious to attend a national con- 
vention. It is the pernicious custom 
to pay the expenses of tbe delegates, 
and in close contests, buy their votes 
Then the fact that a tuaa bas been a 
delegate, gives him a claim upon tho 
best offiqps in the district when the 
patronage is divided. 
The leaders. 


therefore, will get credentials from the 
regular convention if they can, and 
failing to do so, will hold a convention 
of their own. 


Extending tho civil service rules to 


all the officials, except the few who are 
Dominated by the President and con- 
firmed by the Senate, will tend to 
break up the business of sending eon- 
tecting delegations to national conven- 
tions, as it virtually ends the spoils 
system; but so long as the expenses of

many of those that escaped with their 
lives are left entirely destitute.

A TELEG1 APHIC FEAT. 


Around the World In Half an Dour— 


Uepaw'g Speech Inaugurating the 
Electric Power From Niagara Falls 
The greatest feat ever accomplished 


by telegraph was successfully accom- 
plished yesterday, when two messages 
were sent 27,000 miles over the Western 
Union lines and 7,000 miles by cables 
in 28 and 30 minutes respectively. The 
occasion was the inauguration of the 
electric power of Niagara Falls in New 
York City, and the words of Channcey 
Depew's speech in Exhibition Hall, New 
York City, and the other by E. D.
